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IS POLICE AGENT SANE? GEORGE SAMS ON II IE 


WITNESS STAND

NEW HAVEN (LNSJ -- George Sams, the police a- 
gent who is putting the finger on a number of top 
Panther leaders for the death of Alex Rackley, and 
implicating Bobby Seale as the Mastermind of the 
Plot, was put on the stand April 22 by the Prosec- 
ution m an attempt to keep Bobby Seale from being 
released on ban 

Panther lawyer Charles Garry was successful in de- 
manding that Sams have a psychiatric examination -- 
but not before the State’s Attorney Markie had put 
Sams through his paces once more, spinning a tale of 
murder, mystery and intrigue in New Haven. 

Who is George Sams? Police say he was a mem- 
ber in good standing of the Black Panther Party, 
who took part in the torture-murder of suspected 
police agent Alex Rackley, The Black Panther Party 
says it was the other was around -- Rackley, a Pan- 
ther, was murdered by Sams, the police agent Pan- 
ther attorney Charles R. Garry maintains that Sams 
is probably insane- 

Dressed sharply m navy blue blazer, white 
shirt and tie, with a handerker chief neatly tucked 
m his breast pocket, Sams strutted to the witness 
stand casually accompanied by a sheriff’s deputy* 

His voice was bold and assertive as he told his 
story, and he grinned during most of Garry’s at- 
tempted cross examination and arguments to the 
Judge 

Sams’ story is that he visited Warren Kimbro’s 
house , (Kimbro, who originally pleaded not guilty to 
the murder -kidnap charges, later changed his plea 
after a strange visit by his brother, a police ser- 
geant in the Dade County, Fla Police Department j 
Inside, Sams saw Bobby Seale, and was accompanied 
by him to an upstairs bedroom, where Alex Rackley 
was lying tied and gagged on the bed There, Lon- 
don Williams, Rory Hi the, Warren Kimbro and others 
told Bobby that Rackley was a pig Bobb^ , accord- 
ing to Sams’ story, ordered the gag t-^ken out of 
Rackley’ s mouth and demanded, ’’Are you a pig'" 

When Rackley responded (so the story goes.-, "No, 
Chairman Bobby, I'm not a pig," Bobby o*.mply turn- 
ed to go "What should we do with him-" sams re- 


ports the other Panthers asking Bobby- ”A pig’s a 
pig," was the reputed answer, "You know what to 
do with a pig -- off the pig," Sams does not indi- 
cate why he thought Bobby would go to the trouble 
of asking Rackley if he were a pig, if Bobby had 
no intention of listening to Rackley’ s answer. 

Sams asserts that Bobby left the room, after in- 
structing the Panthers to remove all fingerprints - 

Sams’ testimony then goes into a lurid descrip- 
tion of hew he and other Panthers took Rackley out 
to a swamp, where they shot him. 

Before Sams was brought m. Judge Howard Murvey 
had denied Garry's motion to have Sams subjected to 
a mental examination before testifying The motion 
was denied because the defense did not have suffic- 
ient documents to verify Sams’ enforced hospitaliza- 
tion, although a juvenile report they furnished re- 
ferred to Sams ’ incarceration as "an alleged dan- 
gerous mental defective-" So Garry tried to use 
the cross examination to bring out enough evidence 
to persuade the judge. 

It wasn’t easy to do. As is common in American 
courts, the Judge obviously identified with the pro- 
secution, and helped block much relevant question- 
ing on the basis that this was ”a limited inquiry” 
solely revolving around the bail question, and be- 
cause ”1 don't see where you're leading, Mr. Garry.” 

’’Have you ever been m a mental institution?” 
Garry was finally permitted to ask, 

”No,” responded Sams - 

"You didn’t spend four years confined m men- 
tal institutions m New York and Detroit?” 

"No - ” 

Garry then named one of the two institutions to 
which Sams had been committed, and repeated the 
question This time Sams said, "Yes.” -- but with 
no indication by voice or look that he was contrad- 
icting himself. 

At this point the judge and State's Attorney 
objected that there was no documentation to show 
what kind of institute this was, therefore there was 
nc reason to assume this was a mental institution. 

The objections (generally sustained} became more 
heoted when Garry pointed out that not only had Sams 
been admitted to the Eastern Correctional Institu- 
tion as "an alleged dangerous mental defective," 
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but that pnor to that he hod been committed U the 
Wassaic School for the Mentally Retarded toi one 
and a half years s The Judge reluctantly agreed to 
have Sams be given a psychiatric examination -- but 
making it clear that he really didn’t feel convin- 
ced this was necessary, and was only trying to show 
that the court was making every possible concession 
to the defense to be fair 

To soften the blow tc the prosecution, the 
Judge then turned to Markle and asked him tc sug- 
gest a psychiatrist Markle recommended Dr Warren 
Miller from a nearby State Institution (whom another 
defense attorney pointed out was a neuro-surgeon, 
not a psychiatrist, but this didn’t seem to faze 
the judge j . 

But what more do we knew about Sams' The twen- 
ty-three year old ex-Panther was expelled trim the 
Party, accused of raping some sisters and stabbing 
a brother after an argument. He was reinstated at 
the request of Stokeiy Carmichael. It is reported 
that he once served as a bodyguard tor Carmichael 

Acquaintances m Detroit remember Sams as ”a 
braggart and a brawler’’ who wanted to be called 
’Detroit George’ but instead was dubbed ’Crazy 
George’- They say he packed a revolver underneath 
a used choir robe that he said was a dashiki At a 
rally m a West Side Church, the audience giggled 
through a speech by Carmichael because Sams, re- 
cruited on stage as a bodyguard, tasted water from 
a pitcher tc test it for poison and drank it all. 

Several sources report that Carmichael learned, 
while living in Africa with Miriam Makeba, his wife, 
that Sams was a police agent.. Carmichaei claims he 
tried to communicate this to the Black Panther Party 
shortly before the arrests last May, but that his 
letter was never received by the Panther otfice. 

The infamous ’’tape recording of the kangaroo 
trial” which the prosecution has been using as evi- 
dence that Panthers discovered Rackley was an agent, 
’’tried” him and murdered him, primarily contains 
the voices of Sams and Rackley [Anyone with the 
proper equipment could produce a realist. c "trial” 
containing voices of many Panthers b> superimposing 
taped conversation between Rackley and Sam.* o* er 
tapes from tapped phones or Pan’ her speeches j 

Sams may be ”c racy, 11 or a vei> ef rutue a gen 
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or both But tins is the man who may send Bobby 
Seale, Prancis Carter, George Edwards, Rory Hithe, 
Peggy Hudgins, Ericka Huggins, Lonnie McLucas,

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RISING CRY IN SAIGON

Student strikes have been going on m Saigon 
since late March, but the press m this country has 
hardly mentioned them LNS recently heard from a 
comrade m Japan who had received a letter from 
a student taking part in the strike activities 
The following are some excerpts from that letter: 

I just came back irom the student hunger strike 
at Van Ilanh [Buddhist uni ersityj. It is very im- 
pressive to see the determination of the students 
against such tremendous odds -- they have no 
guna, no U o army behind them, yet they are 
quietly and determinedly going ahead.. The hate 
lui Ihieu h^s readied new heights — everywhere 
people speak openly of it. i don’t know what will 
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i h a PP<?n now -- except that the people will suffer 
more . 

There is a lot of concern here about the ex- 
tent of torture of prisoners. I have talked to 
people that have been tortured and released after- 
wards -- right now, however, there seems to be an 
especially vicious wave of torture. Some of the 
students were taken before the court, but couldn’t 
walk, and then according to Vietnamese pre»s re- 
ports couldn’t even testify before the court 'be- 
cause some were deaf, some were in convulsions, 
and some could not use their arms and legs’ [due 
to the beatings] ,

PLAYBOY AFTER THE DARK AGES

PLAYBOY Magazine was about to go into the 
women's lib business. This is the magazine that 
has young men believing women have no pubic hair, 
the magazine whose masthead of seventy-one names 
includes four women, the magazine that turned down 
an article by Kenneth Tynan on masturbation, ("The 
PLAYBOY man doesn't masturbate'"), the magazine 
that rarely hires women writers, the magazine that 
presents to the world an image of wom ar \kind as 
brainless, mindless, dumb iittle chunks of tics 
and ass . 

The first public signs of Hugh Hefne/'s in- 
terest m the feminist movement was flashed to the 
world on Dick Cavett's late night talk show Hef- 
ner came on the an first, suave and soft-spoken. 
America's number one Playboy, the man who owns a 
revolving circle bed and a jetplane completely 
equipped with bidets and bedrooms, wanted the 
world to know that he thought women's lib was an 
okay movement. Yes, he would agree that women t 
been discriminated against What’s more, the fem- 
inine population had been treated dowar-gta an - 
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iairl\ m job hiring, in business, and in the world 
01 economics 

Cavett questioned Hugh a bit about his private 
life*, whereupon he introduced his pretty Barby-doll 
girlfriend. Barbie Benton, and explained that he 
didn't think that she was at all interested in

Next came a psychiatrist- You should know that 
having a psy chiat ris t , psychologist or sociologist 
mvol cd in a d.suussion of iemale liberation is 
definitely a sign 01 trouble The subtle implica- 
tion is that any lady who is gutsy enough to fight 
tor her own dign;t> has a "poor feminine sel f- image . " 
(.Do talk show hosts e*er feel compelled to invite 
psychiatrists t c dio-uss the sanity of movie stars 
or baseball players rj This psychiatrist, Rollo May, 
was too busy pushing his books to bother to indict 
the ladies, bur his mere presence brought the sanity 
of liberated women into question 

At last, some fifteen minutes before the show 
was about to sign off, the exotic specimens were 
brought forth; two liberated women- The ladies, 

Susan Brownmiiler and Sally Kempton were from Media 
Women Hefner quickly stated that he was in sym- 
pathy with their cause, "We probably agree more 
than you think," he leered m a careful attempt to 
undermine and coopt debate, Susan just sneered, 
Hefner went on about how he though job opportun- 
ities should be thrown wide open to women, Hefner's 
magazine NEVER hires women writers unless they are 
big names or m case of dire emergency, 

When Cavett naively asked Susan why she thinks 
Hef is her enemy, Susan responded that the man ex- 
ploits and degrade^ women for a profit . Hef was 
offended Susan asked him if he would like to 
walk around girdled into an absurd costume with a 
cotton- tail stuck tc his ass! The necessity for 
an answer was averted, because just about then the 
sh^w ran out 01 time 

Several weeko later, the much heralded PLAYBOY 
women’s lib pie^e hits the stands. Called "Up 
Against fhe Wall, Male Chauvinist Pig:", the article 
1 ^ subtitied, "Militant man-haters do their level 
uorsT t dimwit the distinctions between male and 
lenictiL' and tj discredit the legitimate grievances 
of Ame.-iC'Ui is- : :u. n " illustrating the piece is a 
t_ui £ 1 ci l\qfrin Linn drawing showing the five p art 
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transition of a sweet loving chick from the kind of 
girl any red-blooded stud would happily ha\e, into 
a fearful castrating mean little Man Hater Ihi* 
Jekyll and Hyde transition, according to Linn, is 
the result of having read books like "The Feminine 
Mystique” and "The Second Sex.” 

The piece begins with the observation that 
"Revolutions traditionally appear first clouds 
no larger than a man's hand.” Then it goes on to 
vividly describe last Fall's Congress to Unite Wom- 
en, complete with a scene m which one Congress 
participant cuts off her hail , Had you attended it, 
you also might never have noticed reporter Moiton 
Hunt at the meeting, for the Congress was a "women 
only” gathering. No men allowed. So how dues the 
guy get to describe what people wore, what color 
and length their hair was, and whether or not their 
boots were custom made? 

Without shame, the article confesses that wo- 
men have their gripes. But on the whole Morton 
Hunt sees the movement as silly, unnecessary, and 
potentially dangerous to the egos of American man- 
kind 

He rather subtly suggests that men are strong- 
er than women and their strength gives them the 
right to oppress females What's more, the family, 
as presently constructed, is the best possible way 
for people to live Career women can't be good 
mothers. Little girls feel inferior when they see 
little boys throwing sticks further than they can 
Women are failures in their careers because they 
don't want to succeed, Hunt does concede that he'd 
like to see more ladies m the professions, but he 

qualifies his statement this way: an d it mig ht 

not be the best thing to have a Boeing 74 \ cir c- 
ling m the over cast, piloted by a wom a n d u ring her 
premenstrual period ” 

Morton Hunt SHOULD know better After all, he 
makes his living oft of the backs or women. in 
January’s RHDBOOK -- the magazine for "Young Manias" 
-- you'll find a piece by Mr Hunt on i it leu "Money 
and Sex. Two Marital Problems or One ‘o' it's an 
insipid article, offensive ultimately t- noth non 
and women, and clearly published Hjc-um. ike author 
wanted some quick cash.

iticn of FAMILY CiRCLL: "Unfaithful Wives: The 
Reason l\hy ” ihis gem, written up with left-over 
' csea/uli from a book he recently published on 
adultery, includes a passage that asks: "But why 
wouid a woman with so seemingly normal and satisfy- 
ing a life fa suburban housewifej do anything so 
d 1 5 loyal to take a ioverj so dangerous, and so 
com i oiy to the standards of middle-class behavior?" 
Morton Hunt makes his lmng oft ot women and yet he 
understands so little about them that he places their 
freedom movement in "the discard pile of history." 

There’s an interesting history to how Morton 
Hunt originally received the women’s lib assignment. 
Originally, PLAYBOY had broken with their discrimin- 
atory practices to hire a woman writer The writer, 
a young woman named Susan Braudy, describes herself 
at the time as "not being very political and not very 
involved in the feminist movement.." Susan was told 
by one of the men m PLAYBOY’S Articles Department 
that they wanted a "fair and accurate picture of the 
feminist movement ” The pay would be $2,000. "I 
think they understood," she said in a reluctant LNS 
interview, "that a man would never be able to inter- 
view any oi the women They're not stupid at all. 
What’s more, 1 really thought I could do some good 
by writing lor a male audience " 

So Susan-Gi rl -Pi aybuy-Repor ter snuck into wo- 
men’s iib meetings by pretending that she was putting 
together a study fo: some scholarly Yale journal. 
Afterwards, she put together what she considered 
a moderate, but sympathetic piece on the women's 
cause ”i tried to talk to the question of male 
liberation," she explained. "I wrote that 1 thought 
this system imprisoned both men and women, that sex- 
Ua. 1 roles had made it impossible for men to cry and 
be emotional and dependent. What's more, because I 
w-.it> billing for men, 1 mostly talked about the more 
model ate members of the movement." 

when it was ail dune, Susan Braudy sent the piece 
to Ch.-ago, where PLAYBOY is headquartered, and re- 
ceived a n o r e t h a t the article had been accepted.

^en she arrived at the luncheon, Susan found 
that none of the male editors were attending -- in- 
cluding the man who had given her the assignment. 
What’s more, PLAYBOY’S only lady editor was to be 
her hostess. It was a strained, but amicable meal. 

The next few days were hell for Susan. Her 
presence in Chicago had caused a lot of stir in 
the PLAYBOY offices (Jokes: ”1 bet our ladies lib 
writer shows up in combat boots. ") Hefner, it turns 
out, never approved the idea of an "objective” ar- 
ticle on feminism. Hef was furious that the piece 
had been commissioned, so he circulated a memo 
blasting the idea of an "objective story." The me- 
mo, which is presently circulating around media wo- 
men circles in New York, was obtained through sour- 
ces other than Susan Braudy , 

"For a brief conversation with Jack K of a 

couple of days ago, it sounds as if we're way off in 
our upcoming feminist piece... Jack indicates that 
what we have is a well balanced 'objective' article, 
but what I want is a devastating piece that takes 
the militant feminists apart < Jack seems to think 
that the more moderate members of the feminist move- 
ment are coming to the fore. I don’t know what he’s 
been reading that brings him to this curious con- 
clusion, but I couldn’t disagree more- What I am 
interested in is the highly irrational, emotional, 
kookie trend that feminism has taken in the past 
coup&e of years. These chicks are our natural en- 
emy The only subject to feminism that is worth 
doing is on this new militant phenomena and the 
proper PLAYBOY approach is to devastate it," 

Hefner had spoken and Susan was told her ar- 
ticle was dead- However, PLAYBOY was willing to 
give her $ 2,000 if she agreed to let another writer 
use her research Women have traditionally been 
used m publishing houses solely as "researchers." 
The Research! Department is the female ghetto of any 
magazine And here was Susan Braudy, a profession- 
al writer, degraded, niggerized, and returned to a 
woman’s traditional place That's how Morton Hunt 
was able to give such a vivid description of the 
Congress to Unite Women without ever having been 
there And that's how Hugh llerner was able to place 
ads m every important newspaper m the country an- 
no ^uncijlg_Jl±s_jex£os£_oJ_^^

MONTREAL (LNSj •- Women m Canada, most of 
them immigrants from the US. . will discuss the 
obviously male suprema:ist orientation of Deserter 
and Resister Groups during the Pan-Canada conference 
in Montreal May 28- June 1, 

The aims of this conference ire to exchange 
ideas, to develop solidarity among groups, both 
Canadian and Airier i can, and to emphasize deserter 
and resister groups as a viable part of the move- 
ment here and in the U.S.. 

As conceived, these aims did not include women 
as an integral part of the groups involved,, Contact 
has been established with women associated with 
the various exile organizat ions and with those in 
women’s liberation groups in Canada who have indi- 
cated an interest m dealing with the variety of 
problems including sexist attitudes — that 
women immigrants experience,, There will also be 
women coming from the States as representatives 
of movement organizations and various womens lib- 
eration groups. The women will hold closed meet- 
ings on Saturday, May 30., 

The morning session will deal with immigration 
and the problems that confront women when they 
arrive in Canada, such as day-care, birth control., 
pie natal crimes, legal rights,, and a wide range 
of important issues that the deserter and resister 
groups do not as yet consider relevant » 

At this time* they win discuss ways of es- 
tablishing better communication with groups and 
with the under ground piess m the U.,5, tc empha- 
size the importance of handling information dir- 
ected at women rather than accepting them as ap- 
pendages of male deserters and resisters, , 

Saturday afternoon will be concerned with re- 
lationships of women to the deserter and resister 
organi zations both m service and political a:tiv 
ity.

Those of us who have struggled to 
be accepted as writers by men realized that fre- 
quently, by accepting men's elitist notion of 
what constitutes good writing, we have alienated 
ourselves from other sisters and have crippled 
our own writing styles It was suggested that 
women listen to other women -- we are all 
artists m conversation -- and do taped interviews 
with women to use as the basis for stories. 

Many women who were at the copy workshop 
think that men who have internalized the reality 
of women's liberation and whose lives have been 
enriched by giving up their oppressive roles 
should be urged to write about their experiences 
In that workshop, and in practically every 
workshop that I heard about, the conversation 
drifted onto the topic of exploitative advertising 
in the underground papers Once again it became 
clear that women have to unite on their papers, 
agree on some policy to get at least the most 
blatantly sexist advertisements out of their 
papers, and present their demands strongly to the 
men Several women told of their confusion at 
where to draw the line when excising sexist ads -- 
everyone agrees that an ad for "Female Animal" 
is bad, but what about boutique ads? What about 
book ads when the book itself oppresses women? 

The only conclusion reached was that women must 
analyze their paper's financial situation and 
decide among themselves where to draw the line. 

One woman sensibly remarked, "We're not going 
to smash capitalism by not running any ads, we're 
just going to smash ourselves " 

One woman wondered if the women's liberation 
movement was becoming "puritanical." Other 
sisters tried to explain that we are not 
against sex per se, but that m a male supremacist 
society most attitudes about sex are bound to 
be male supremacist too Ue will no longer let 
sex be used to objectify and exploit us "ive're 
not puritanical, said one woman, "but we're very 
serious "

Twenty to thirty women tiled into the small 
room and sat down, just looking at one another; 
no one immediately assumed leadership of the 
workshop, I was uncomfortable. "Will other 
people thank I am a lesbian," I thought to myself, 
"because I have chosen this workshop instead of 
another one'" But i consciously knew that this 
was the time to confront this fear, and sat tight. 

In confusion, women spoke on different 
themes and asked difterent questions One woman 
described the kind of closeness she had felt to 
a friend with who she had driven cross-country, 
although neither of them ever spoke to each other 
about their mutual warmth, so unusual between women. 
Another woman wanted to know whether all lesbians 
believed that straight women were "sleeping with 
the enemy." Others wanted to know what to say to 
people who try to malign women's lib activists 
by calling them a bunch of bitchy dikes 

Finally a woman active in the Gay Liberation 
Front identified herself, and became the focus of 
the questions From her responses and remarks 
certain things became clear- 

Straight women do not oppress gay women by 
having relationships with men, that is, by not 
being lesbians themselves The question is not, 
as one woman pointed out, whether or not straight 
women really are or should be lesbians. The 
question is how straight women are going to 
support their sisters who know they are lesbians 
and are already struggling around that issue- 
Straight women do not oppress lesbians by 
repulsing their ^hypothetical j sexual advances. 

The majority of gay women are not interested in 
soliciting straight women because it is painful 
for them to then be abandoned for a man Fear 
of such solicitation ±s therefore groundless and 
rooted in myths 

Straight women do oppress gay women by not 
defending them against slurs For example, when 
pressed up against the wall, xt is all too common 
for a women's nb activist to vigorously deny 
the connection whi^h does exist between gay 
liberation anu w-men'- liberation UF.'Rli NOT iHFM 
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she might insist. I am not ONE OF THEM and I 
CAN’T TOLERATE THE HINT THAT I MIGHT BE ONE OF 
THEM. A more appropriate response to the 
accusation would be to say SO WHAT and defend 
gay sisters . 

I realized how much I had to learn before 
I could take the issue of lesbianism completely 
m stride. It’s so easy to chicken out, like 
the women's lib group one woman mentioned that 
decided to go to a Gay Liberation Front dance and 
then backed down at the last minute. I think 
that all the straight women in that room realized 
that our fear of lesbianism was not only a barrier 
to our own expression of love for our sisters, 
but also was sapping the strength of our movement. 
We are all fighting for recognition as human 
beings, regardless of our sexuality. The workshop 
reached the conclusion that straight women must 
seek out and insist on the publication in their 
papers of articles and graphics by gay women while 
struggling to become more conscious of how hetero- 
sexual society oppresses the homosexuals in our 
midst .

GRAPHICS WOMEN ASK QUESTIONS

The graphics workshop met for only a few 
hours, and we raised more questions than we could 
even attempt to answer. 

Is there such a thing as women’s art/photo- 
graphy? And where do you go to get good pictures 
of women, instead of the usual flower-child/ 
madonna variety? 

Art should be a collective experience, more 
people should be involved in the process, to 
make better people and better art. Art work has 
always been a private process, something you 
withdraw to do, self-expression in its ultimate 
form. The feeling of the women was that political 
women must work together and help each other to 
create valid art. Can women make that work? 
Women's graphics collectives were proposed for 
different cities, to function as LNS does and 
distribute movement graphics. 


We discussed the validity of altering the 
politics of a graphic, whether that involves 
changing the captions of photos, or the details in 
a drawing. Is this something you have to take 
your chances with, or is the artist entitled to 
political integrity in her work? 

Is every picture of a naked woman necessarily 
sexist? What can we do to change false conceptions 
of women’s liberation that are rampant even in 
movement papers? -- for example, the notion that 
nudity is in itself liberating. 

For some women it was the first time these 
ideas had been laid out, and for others, the first 
time they had the opportunity to express their 
questions and ideas to an interested group. The 
workshop was not intended to provide answers to 

the questions that women have only begun 
to ask themselves.

The FerizniLcd Male, by Patricia Sexton 
Random House, $6 95 

This book is i i i -conceived , illogical, lll- 
wntten, inaccurate and miuriating -- so why am I 
bothering ic review it: Because it’s also influential, 

that's why, and that makes it. dangerous 

Dr Sexton is a professor or Sociology and Ed- 
ucation at New lork University She based her con- 
clusions on research done for the National Institute 
of Health, administering a long questionnaire to 
almost 1000 beys and girls m the ninth grade of one 
urban school district She considers herself a 
feminist. Keep all of these facts m mind. 

This is her basic thesis: the recent political 
assassinations, the popularity of the Beatles, the 
hippie movement, black militancy, juvenile delinquen- 
cy, homegrown fascism, homosexuality, university up- 
risings -- all these are due to the fact that we have 
overloaded our schools with female teachers These 
teachers are "feminizing" boys by insisting they be 
clean, obedient, neat and polite -- the nice-boy syn- 
drome. Since this ethic is m conflict with male 
norms of "aggression, autonomy, mastery, technolog- 
ical skill, group solidarity, adventure and a con- 
siderable amount oi toughness in mind and body," the 
confused boy^ rebel and become a "new lumpen- leisure 
class of assorted hippies, homosexuals, artistic 
poseurs and malevolent blacks " 

Now here comes the feminist part The reason 
why these "school -marms" are so emasculating is 
because women have been kept out of the power struct- 
ure by men, and this is their way of getting even. 

The o elution to the whole mess is simple: more male 
teachers and more women presidents li we recruit 
plenty of he-men teachers, they'll let those "boys 
be B jy ^ " And by <u lowing more room at the top for 
women, we ' i i ho . e a higher moral tone m government 
"Women may chear m petty ways, but they tend to 
dn i nk Ir an open and flagrant dishonesty, the kind

One gambit Dr- Sexton uses is circular reason- 
ln g -- proving something by using the point you are 
trying to prove. "Psychologists studying values have 
found that male values are more theoretical (inter- 
est in discovery of truth), economic (interest m 
useful, practical matters, and pursuit of wealth) , 
and political (interest in power and dominance) -- 
while female values are more aesthetic, social (love 
of people, altruism), and religious. This suggests 
that boys will be interested m both theoretical and 
practical things, and in making money, and achieving 
power for themselves. These interests should be in- 
corporated into the school along with aesthetic and 
social values." You keep teliing boys to become 
bread-winners and girls to become mothers, and nat- 
urally their values will reflect this conditioning. 
(And isn’t it curious how psychologists in capital- 
ist countries come up with theories on "inherent 
sex diferrences" that so nicely fit the local eco- 
nomic ideology?) 

Now she's describing the ideal woman: ”lhe 
woman is warm -- neither frigid nor exaggeratedly 
torrid Ideally she looks like a woman, feels and 
gestures like a woman, and thinks and acts with 
the vigor of a man.” No comment 

Dr, Sexton dredges up Terman’s 1956 study to 
discuss masculinity ignoring any newer research, and 
she has ideas on homosexuality that predate Preud 
and are completely erroneous "Sexual puritanism 
often represses normal male heterosexual 1 1> , simu- 
lates inversion, arid generally deflects masculine 
impulse " The Greeks were puritanical, I 3 upp us-' 


furthermore, she has the chutzpah not merely 
tc convict Oswald but to use him to prove her the- 
sis "Sirhan and Oswald, both reared under the ma- 
ternal shadow, grew to be quiet, controlled men 
and dutiful sons Estranged from their fellows, 
lathe-i-, and normal male associations, they joined 
a rapidxy growing breed -- the ’feminized male" -- 
who ire no:mai maic impulses are repressed or 
misshapen by o e 'exposure tc feminine norms • " 
lie'e ls a "xenunist” advocating equal 
opportunities for women but for the wrong reasons. 
"Business; industry, the military, the university, 
government, and other centers of power are all 
ominously dehumanized " Of course they aie, but 
putting Mrs Nixon, Mrs, Laird et al into 
positions held by their husbands won’t change any- 
thing Significant What you need at the top are 
people who have human values regardless of sex. 
Women are not noble, peaceful and pure. The 
only reason we seem pacific is because men wouldn’t 
let us join their armies. The only reason we 
haven’t "drained public treasuries" is because men 
never gave us a chance to control such wealth. 

We demand ou: rights because we’re entitled to 
them, not because we’re "more human" than men - 

I have seen this book praised in a number of 
magazines Sexists love it because it reinforces 
their prejudices An example is the final phrase 
from Richard Lmgeman’s review in the New York 
Times; ", the brisk wisdom of Mrs, Sexton's 
sentences, the greund-br eaking boldness of her 
research, and above ail, her idealistic hope of 
achieving true integration between the sexes, makes 

this a buJLlseye of a book." 

Until we get rid of sexism, no valid studies 

-an be made about sexual differences. Using the 

data and conclusions from Mrs Sexton's book to 

reform on: educational system would be disastrous.

"I'm a hard-skinned man, and 1 want you to 
speak as frankly as you can to me," Kleindienst 
began 

In 1968, before he took office, Kleindienst 
promised to go after "radical, revolutionary * 
anarchist kids," on the theory that much of the 
trouble m the country was caused by the radicals 
Kleindienst continues to adhere to that view- 
"There are people m America who want to tear 
down its institutions and everything decent that 
these institutions stand for. We call these 
people ideological criminals . The people here 
remind me of the anarchists of World War II 
Spam. If we can eliminate the few trouble- 
makers, we will be far better off," 

After a short discussion of current political 
trials, Kleindienst offered his Thoughts: 

On the legal and cultural "problems" of 
manj uana : 

"Our job is to enforce the law, and only 
that Marijuana is destructive of the fabric of 
America, and must be treated as such " 

"No civilized country m the world has 
legalized marijuana," 

"You know, if you lived in Russia and were 
caught smoking, you would be killed -- you know, 
shot 1 " 

"If we permit our citizens to smoke legally, 
don't you think the Russians would begin to see 
the opportunity to take us over?" 

"After all, we all Know that the reason the 
Arabs are losing the war to the Jews is because 
they smoke so much " 

"It's the Democrats who aie trying to defeat 
Carswell because of his political ideology." 

"Richard Harris' ’Annals of Justice' is a 
pack of lic*i written for political purposes it 
he came m the room right now I’d toil him to 
his face " 
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"Tver v one m America should belong to one bf our. 
two political parties -- the Republicans, of 
course . " 

"Ramsey Clark should have been an administra- 
tor m HEW " 

"I don't believe anything I read in the 
Washington Post " 

"we never had a Southern strategy It's the 
Democrats who have the strategy,"

STEP IN FETCHIT WOMAN

Lesbianism is one road to freedom -- freedom 
from oppression by men. 

To see lesbianism in this context -- as a mode 
of living neither better nor worse than others, as 
one which offers its own opportunities -- one must 
abandon the notion that deviance from the norm aris- 
es from personal illness - 

It is generally accepted that America is a 
"sick society " There is an inevitable corollary to 
this statement, which has not been generally accep- 
ted: that people within our society are ail crippled 
by virtue of being forced to conform to certain 
norms (Those who conform most easily can be seen 
as either the most healthy, because adaptable, or 
most sick because least spirited J Blacks arc 
struggling to free themselves not only from white 
oppression, but from the sickness of self -contempt 
and the sick roles they have been forced to play 
Women are struggling to liberate their minds from 
sick sexual roles It is clear that the self-abas- 
ing, suffering, shuffling black is not someone with 
a personal neurosis, but society's victim -- and 
someone who has been forced to learn certain tech- 
niques for survival Few people understand that 
the same is true of the self-abnegating passive 
housewife. Fewer understand this truth about the 
homosexual 

These techniques of survival help us meet cer- 
tain needs, at the expense of others 

For women, as for other groups, thc T e arc sev- 
eral American norms All of them have their rewards 
-- and their penalties The nice girl next door, 
virginal until her mar ri age -- the Mi^s Ameiica 
type -- is rewarded with community respect and res- 
pectability. She loses her individuality and her 
freedom to become a toothpaste smile and a chastity 
belt. The career woman ga^ns independence and a 
larger margin of freedom -- ^he is willing to 
work twice as ha?, d as a man for leso pay, and 1 1 slv- 
can cope with emotional strums Si.mi ! ar tv. 1 these 
that beset the black intellectual sur i conned !>.'

white colleagues The starlet, call-girl, or bunny 
whose source of income is directly related to her 
image as a sex object, gams some financial inde- 
pendence and freedom from housework. She doesn t 
have tc work as ha y d as the career woman, but she 
pays through psychological degradation as a sex 
object, and through the insecurity of knowing that 
her career -- based on youthful good looks -- is 
short - lived 

The lesbian, through her ability to obtain love 
and sexual satisfaction from other women, is freed 
of dependence on men tor love, sex and money She 
docs not have to do menial chores for them (at least 
at homej , nor cater to their egos, nor submit to 
hasty and inept sexual encounters She is freed from 
fear of unwanted pregnancy and the pains of child- 
birth, and from the drudgery of chi ldraismg • 

On the other hand, she pays three penalties 
The rewards of child raising are denied her. This is 
a great loss for some women, but not for others- Few 
women abandon their children, as compared with the 
multitudes of men who abandon both wives and children. 
Few men take much interest m the process of child 
raising One suspects that it might not be much fun 
tor the average person, and so the men leave it to 
the women 

The lesbian must compete with men m the job 
market, facing the same job and salary discrimination 
as her straight sister- On the other hand, she has 
more of a chance of success since her career is not 
interrupted by childbirth 

Finally, she faces the most severe contempt and 
ridicule that society can heap on a woman. 

A year ago, when women's Liberation picketed the 
1968 Miss America pageant, the most terrible epithet 
heaped on our straight sisters was "lesbian." The 
sisters faced hosii'e audiences who called them 
"commies," "tramps," etc , and they faced these labels 
with equanimity; but they broke into tears when they 
were ca'led lesbians When a woman showed up at a 
t eiiun i > t meeting and announced that she was a les- 
bian, many women avoided her Others told her to 
^cop he mouth shut, for tear that she would endanger 
the '.ohm. They teit that men ^ould be persuaded to 
u - semi measure ut equally roi women -- as long 
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as these women would parade their devotion to heter- 
osexuality and motherhood. 

A woman who is totally independent of men -- 
who obtains love, sex and self-esteem from othei 
women -- is a terrible threat to male supremacy. 

She doesn't need them, and therefore they have very 
little power over her 

I have met many, many feminists who u ere not 
lesbians -- but I have never met a lesbian who vsa = 
not a feminist. Straight women by the millions hiue 
been sold the belief that they must subordinate 
themselves to men, accept less pay tor equal work, 
and do all the shit work around the house 1 have 
met straight women who would die to preserve their 
chains. I have never met a lesbian who believed 
that she was innately less rational or capable than 
a man « 

Lesbians, because they are not afraid of being 
abandoned by men, are less reluctant to express hos- 
tility towards the male class who are oppressors of 
women. Hostility towards your oppressor is healthy 
-- but the guardians of modern morality, the psy- 
chiatrists, have interpreted this hostility as an 
illness, and they say this illness causes and is 
lesbianism. 

If hostility to men causes lesbianism, then it 
seems to me that m a male-dominated society, les- 
bianism is a sign of mental health 

The psychiatrists have also forgotten that les- 
bianism involves love between women Isn’t love 
between equals healthier than sucking up to an op- 
pressor? And when they claim we aren't capable of 
loving men, even if we want, to -- 1 ask you, 
straight man, are you Capable of loving another man 
so deeply that you aren't afraid of his body or 
afraid to put your body m his hands' Arc you 
really capable of loving women, or is > our sexual- 
ity just another expression of your hostility ; Is 
it an act of love or s exuai conqeust- An a^t oi 
sexua 1 imperialisms 

L do not mean tc condemn all males 1 hove 
found some beautiful, loving men among tin. revol- 
utionaries, among the hippies, and the male homo- 
sexuals But the average man -- including the av- 
erage student male radical -- wants a p-i>si e sow- 
ob iect cum domestic cum baby nu^ c t o ^ ic-.-n up a i t c :

him while he does all the tun things and bosses her 
around -- while he plsys either bigshot executive 
oi' Che Guevara -- and he is my oppressor and my 
enemy 

Society has taught most lesbians to believe that 
they are sick and has taught most straight women to 
despise and fear the lesbian as a perverted, diseased 
creature It has fostered the myth that lesbians 
are ugly and turn to each other because they can't 
get that pri:e, that, prince, a male In this age 
of the new "sexual revolution," another myth has 
been fostered -- the beatiful lesbians who play games 
with each other on the screen lor the titillation of 
heterosexual males. They are not seen as serious 
people m io«e -- but as performers m the "let’s 
try a new perversion" game. 

Freud Founded the myth of penis envy, and men 
have asked me, "But what can two women do together?" 

As though a penis were the sine qua non of sexual 
pleasure • Man, we can do without it, and keep it 
going longer, too 

Women are afraid to be without a man's protection 
-- because other men will assault them on the streets. 
And this is no accident, not an aberration perform- 
ed by a few lunatics- Assaults on women are no 
more an accident than are lynchmgs of blacks in 
Mississippi- Men have oppressed us, and like most 
oppressors, they hate the oppressed and fear their 
wrath Wa*ch a white man walking in Harlem and you 
will see what I mean Look at the face of a man 
who has accidentally wandered into a lesbian bar. 

Men tear lesbians because they are less depen- 
dent, and because their hostility is less controlled. 

Straight women fear lesbians because of the 
lesbian inside them, because we represent an alter- 
nate i.e They fear us for the same reasons that up- 
tight middle class people fear hip people- They are 
angry at us because we have a way out that they are 
af r * : a tc take 

•And whv. : happen- to the lesbian under all this 
pressure." Many of my sisters, contused by the bar- 
i ;gu j anti-gay propaganda, have spent years begging 
t bu a lowed to 1 1 * e I hey have come begging be- 

tiic;. believed the\ were psychic cripples, and 
that - r h c : pc op : c wc'e healthy and had the moral right 
-Lr — . e ! ice .LilsJ I 1 N aI R v ha’c li cd an silence, burym g 
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themselves in their careers, like name-changing 
Jews and blacks who passed for white. Many have 
retreated into an apolitical domesticity, concern- 
ing themselves only with the attempt to maintain a 
love relationship in a society which attempts to 
destroy love and replace it with consumer goods -- 
flowers, mouthwashes, diamond rings, automobiles - 
and which attempts to completely destroy any form 
of love outside the monogamous marriage. 

This, by the way, is an important point for 
all kinds of revolutionaries. If you love vour 
brothers and sisters you are less willing to stand 
by and watch them get crushed under the relentless 
pressures of the rat race, of the doctor bills and 
the furniture bills. If you love your brothers and 
sisters you won’t try to swindle them. Restricting 
love to the immediate family group isolates each 
family from the community -- each ethnic group from 
the others -- and makes all these isolated fright- 
ened people more willing to settle for fancy furni- 
ture on the installment plan, for grudgingly bes- 
towed respectability, because they can't get the 
real thing, real love. 

To return to the lesbian -- because lesbian 
has become such a vile epithet, we have been afraid 
to fight openly. We can lose our jobs -- we have 
fewer civil rights than any other minority group. 
Because we have few family ties and no children, 
for the most part, we have been active in many 
causes -- but always m secret, because our name 
contaminates any cause that we work for. 

To the radical lesbian, 1 say that wc can no 
longer afford to fight for everyone else's cause 
while ignoring our own. Ours is a life style born 
out of a sick society -- so is everyone else ’s. The 
revolution must be fought for us, too, as veil as 
blacks, Indians, welfare mothers, grape pickers, 

SDS people, Puerto Ricans, or mine workeis. We 
must have a revolution for human rights. 

Maybe after the revolution, people will be 
able to love each other regardless of skin color , 
ethnic origin, occupation, or type of genitals. 

But if that's going to happen, it will only happen 
because we make it -- starting right now.

ROGER PRIEST CONVICTED AND GIVEN DISCHARGE 
IN NAV* TRIAL

WASHINGTON, D.C. (.LNSJ One year ago, the 
U. So Navy charged Seaman Roger L* Priest with 
urging desertion and sedition in his underground 
newspaper, 0M o They also charged him with pro- 
moting demoralization and disloyalty among members 
of the armed forces and assorted other minor charges 
like use of contemptuous words against Congressman 
L. Mendel Rivers. On April 23 ; Priest's court 
martial board acquitted him of all the charges but 
promotion of demoralization and disloyalty, and on 
April 27 sentenced him to a dishonorable discharge,, 
Priest had been the first anti war serviceman 
to be court martial led soiely on the basis of what 
he had written m his newspaper. The charges of 
urging desertion and sedition could have carried 
10 year sentences each. The light sentence came 
as a surprise to Priest; the charges he was convicted 
on could have gotten him six years. 
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As the 380 pound satellite whizzed around the 
earth, Pentagon ’’specialists” figured out that a 
rocket that could put a vehicle like that into 
orbit could also carry a nuclear warhead. The Pen- 
tagon began to sweat at that prospect. China, 
like the Black Panther Party, believes m self- 
defense. 

The Chinese satellite is much more than a 
technological accomplishment, it is a propaganda 
triumph. Up there, in the midst of all those wea- 
ther satellites bleeping back tomorrow’s forecast, 
the Chinese spacecraft is singing one of its 
nation’s most popular songs for all the oppressed

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DAY CARE CENTER IN LIBERATED ZONES

NEW YORK (LNS) — Women from the upper west 
side, members of a women’s liberation child care 
collective, are squatting in space they liberated 
from the city on Sunday April 19 Since then, 
they have been running a day care center for the 
community., especially for the people involved m 
Operation Move -In, the movement that inspired 
them to take over the three storefronts they now 
occupy. 

Early in April, working through existing com- 
munity organizations, most of them city-financed, 
the people started moving into the unoccupied city 
apartments o By the time the city was aware of it, 

148 people had moved in- and 30 city -owned proper- 
ties were taken over, the day care center among 
them.. 

Operation Move- In is an effort by community 
residents to reclaim the public housing that the 
city of New York has been denying them for years. 

The area between Central Park West and Amsterdam 
Avenue in the eighties and nineties is an urban 
renewal area, aid for the past several years the 
city has bought up property m that neighborhood, 
making it unavailable for public use. Either a 
project is built on the spot (Tor middle - to -high 
income housing) or the buildings are condemned 
or ’’held" till some use is found tor them that 
will correspond with the city's plan to form an 
integrated community This process has left 
many buildings empty and wasted and forces thous- 
ands of people out of their community and into 
the ghettos. 

Most of the apartments are uniivable but lived 
m, the city destroyed the plumbing and everything 
else they could find The women who started the 
day care center were lucky to have electricity, 
and succeeded in obtaining running water shortly 
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after they moved in Tire facilities may be primi- 
tive, but its more than the community had before 
and for the time being perfectly adequate 

Every day mere people stop by the children s 
faces m the window drawing them m Others come to 
help out, bring their children or both 

Mary Vasquez brought Elizabeth to visit, hesi 
tant because the two year old was shy of st rangers • 
But Elizabeth found a few friends in a matter of 
minutes and hei mother was surprised and happy, 

,? I just moved m last week and there's so much work 
to do fixing up the apartment , 1 can’t watch her 
all the time and 1 m afraid she'll hurt herself, ,f 
Like many others Mrs. Vasquez is waiting for the 
city to bring her the stove and refrigerator they 
promised and to repair the toilet they destroyed, 
Another mother was already helping in the 
center, ''It will take time " she said, watching 
the children make chaos, "They have to learn to put 
the toys away when they're finished like at home," 
But it v s ail new to them., „ „ 

More and more people m the community are 
volunteering their time along with other Women's 
Liberation groups 0 furniture and toys come in from 
all sides. The women are soliciting literature from 
movement groups to distribute at the center. They 
want it to be more than just a baby-sitting service, 
’'The women who bring m their children want to know 
what's different about this (Women s Liberation) 
children s center,.. We have only begun to rap about 
this and what it means for us as women.” 

The women don t intend the children's store- 
front to be theirs - and it isn t- It clearly be 
longs to the children and to the community. While 
the collective hopes that they can bring something 
of their own to the center -- that's why they 
started it - the> hope too that eventually it will 

be fully run by community men and women, expanding 
more of

I he morning we were to go. ; w a s on my way 
to breakfast a.-, usual Anon 1 saw 25 buseu lined 
up waiting for us , one bus from each brigade , r 
started to cry. But i stopped myself, thinking 
that clinging to Cuba was the easiest, most ro- 
mantic thing to do, but if was more important 
for Americans to come bacw ar.u join the struggle 
at home, to gc to the oem castration m New Ha- 
ven, showing support for the Panthers, than to 
cling to the warmth of a socialist country 

he felt sad leading the carp w±tn the empty 
cane fields we bad cut down we passed o u< mill 
which would have to do its quota of .rS 0,000 
arrobas of cam a day without u s . passed the cane 
field that my brigade cut two weeks before. There 
had been new cane in the field a fed high only 
yesterday, but today it was all plowed under, 
because the Cubans aie experimenting with new 
kinds of cane.

The riva-day beat trip consisted of a lot or 
sunbetiung last talks With Cubans, and among the 
American women much agonized thought Most of us 
nad been independent of men on the trip and felt 
very happy about that, not feeling the need for a 
boyfriend the way we had m the States- We felt 
that we could talk much better to each other than 
to the men on the Brigades, since we understood how 
we all felc about cutting cane, and getting phy- 
sical iy strong, We felt united -- American men 
were 3. j ways wondering if our cutting was helping 
or hindering production We had left boyfriends 
at home, in various stages of togetherness-- some 
of us had left no boyfriends at all. But we hoped 
we would remain strong at home, letting our politics 
guide our actions. 

We also thought a tot about our need to become 
physically strong to aefend ourselves m our coming 
battles in the States And many of us who had been 
m the women’s liberation movement felt the need 
to ger concrete about our revolutionary female 
liberation politics. It i; s hard to see how we are 
going to do that, we think of things like demon- 
strations of women m support of the Vietnamese on 
Mother’s Day And women’s collectives to organize 
w o r k i n.g class w omen • 

Tie had seen Cuban socialism, seen problems 
like Jay -care, abortion , birth control, and caring 
for children well on their way to solution m Cuba. 
We felt very strongly that a socialist revolution 
was an enormous step towards women's liberation 

By the time we neared Canada we didn't want 
to leave the boat. We wouldn’t hear Cuban bands 
wnen we got to shore, eat Cuban food, or talk any 
more to the Cuban brothers and sisters who couldn't 
wail rc get b c *:k tc Cuba, though they were sorry 
to see us leave it People also worried about what 
wo u la nappon to their gifts from the Vietnamese, 
Koreans, md Cubans when we hit the American bor- 
der - - cue pioneer scarfs , the t-shirts, the pins 
and : We had our last breakfast on the boat 
and began to disembark.
